The agreement upon intervention, there- 
fore, pledges the Allies to respect the 
territorial integrity of Russia and to 
abstain from interference in Russian 
internal politics. Its occasion is the 
emergence in Russia of forces actually 
engaged with, or directly threatened by, 
the enemy who are ready to accept Allied 
assistance in fighting the Germans. The 
Czecho-Slevaks, who now control most of 
the Siberian railway west from Vladivos- 
tock, are one such force. These bodies of 
Czecho-Slovak troops are being opposed by 
armed German and Magyar prisoners act- 
ing in co-operation with the local Bol- 
sheviks. They have reduced their own 
interference in Russian politics to a 
minimum; but wherever their influence 
extends the people of Siberia have rallied 
strongly behind them. The Russian levies 
in the Arctic coast region—where also a 
Czecho-Slovak element is present—formed 
to resist German-Finnish encroachment 
towards the Arctic, are another force which 
welcomes Allied assistance. So far as mili- 
tary intervention by the Allies is con- 
cerned, therefore, its objects are limited. 
They are “to render such protection and 
help as is possible to the Czecho-Slovaks, 
and to steady any efforts at self-govern- 
ment or self-defence in which the Russians 
themselves may be willing to accept assist-
